, At has ‘been Iearned from reliable 
sources here that President Manuel 
Quezon and Mr, Francis Sayre, As- 
sistant Seerctary..of State, have 
reached a preliminary. agreement re- 
garding the basis of a joint com- 
mittee to study the question of “the 
Philippines — Independence,— Studies 
will commence on Monday. 


The agreement includes the  pro- 
vision for the President of the United 
States, at ‘the cearlicst ond most 
practicable date, and in accordance 
with Section 11 of the Independence 
Act, ‘to tke’ steps to enter into 
negotiations with unnamed. foreign 
powers with a view to the conclusion 
of a treaty for the recognition of the 
perpetual neutrality of the Philippine 
Islands. , . : 


The joint committee will be au- 
{horised to study the. necessity of 
changes in the Philippines’ currency 
and banking systems, and a system 
for servicing the bonded indebtedness 
which may be required to implement 
a plan‘of economic adjustment. 


The trade studies will conform with 
the oflicial communiques issued on 
March 18° and April 14, including 
President Quezon’s -suggestion for 
shortening the period of the Philip- 
pines’ commonwealth status.—United 
Press. ve g .

ARMY PAY AND 
SERVICE 


‘Hongkong, as the head- 
quarters of the China Command, 
is deeply interested in the 
pay and service conditions 
of the men of the Army. 
Long overdue reforms are now to 
be put into force, as they affect 
the Service both at Home and 
overseas. These were recently 
announced in the House of Com- 
mons by the Minister. of War. 
There was an expectation in 
some quarters that pay would:be 
substantially increased, but the 
matter is a somewhat complicat- 
ed one from the fact that the 
soldier is both housed and fed, 
and it has hitherto been affected 
by the reductions made by way 
of stoppages. There does not 
appear, in_the _War_ Minister’s 
‘statement, any indication of a 
definite increase in actual pay, 
but some advantage will be gain- 
ed by certain decisions in other 
directions. For example, cash 
allowances for messing abroad 
are to be increased, whilst stop- 
pages are to be abolished.. The 
State will henceforth undertake 
the obligation of providing the 
soldier with everything he re- 
quires in the way of uniform 
gnd equipment, both when he 
joins ‘as a recruit and when he 
proceeds overseas. In addition, 
the allowance during the first 
year of service for maintenance 
of kit and sundry -expenses will 
be increased. On the question 
of the type of work which the 
soldier performs, there has long 
been a complaint ae too much 
“house-maids’ work’—in other 
words, that a large proportion of 
a man’s time is being wasted on 
jobs which are purely: domestic 
in character and which cannot: 
be described a real soldiering. 
That. there is reason 
complaints is now 
Consequently, an additional sum 
of £20,000 is.being devoted to 
wages of civilians, who will be 
substituted. for soldiers at regi- 
mental depots and other estab- 
lishments, for the performance

system until all such duties are 
performed by a civilian staff, 
and, as far us possible, such em- 
ployment will be reserved for ex- 
servicemen.

A “WRUSTRATED” King, who 
*tooked on his father, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, and 
some of the older Cabinet Minis- 
ters as “a critical’ and un- 
sympathetic compiny.” is the 
portrait drawn by Mr. Hector 
Bolitho in his book Edward 
NIM. :.His Life‘and Reign (Eyre. 
and Spottiswoode, 10s, 6d.). 

It ia quite unlike the conven- 
tional royal biography. Instead 
of a flnt and indigestible narra- 
tive. of events we are given a 
character study, written with 
warm though erratic sym- 
pathy, a large measure of can- 
dour, and at ‘least some first- 
hand knowledge. By no means 
all the author’s judgments ‘will 
command general assent. 

King . Edward might. have 
risen, to magnifi¢ence if he had 
come to the throne during a 
war or at a time of acute crisis. 
But, writes his biographer: 


He assumed his Crown surrounded 
by old and comparatively tired men, 
with a Prime, Minister who stood for 
the safety and apathy which he 
could neither respect nor cndure, 
and with an Archbishop to whom he 
was hostile, There were, no‘ in- 
fluentin’ members. of the Cabinct of 
his‘own age and experience and, 
once more, he suffered the penalty 
of belonging to the army that came 
back from the war, : :

But for Martin Henry Becher 
the world’s most famous jump 
might still be only “Brook No. 1.” 


round a name like that? Instead, 
known happily as Becher’s Brook, 
it has new stories added to its lore 
with each Grand National that is 
broadcast, writes Alan Fox Hut- 
chinson in The Field. 

In every hunting country and 
Point-to-Point course there Is at least 
one fence calied “Becher's.” The 
word has become synonymous for a 
ditch and a drop. Yct every year the 
history of Captain Becher sinks deep- 
er (with that of Captain Boycott, an- 
other of our tongue's enrichers) into 
oblivion, Of all his feats there is 
only ote that never can be forgotten 
and that, ironically it happens, is 
almost the least glorious of his career. 

Often it is supposed fram the im- 
portance that has since ‘attached to it 
that there was 5 gz especially 
herofe about that fall of his from 
Captain’ Childe’s Conrad in the first 
Grand National, the race of 1639. 
Actually {t has become famous simply 
bocause It appealed to his uproarious 
friends os the best joke of the year, 
For their, delight in it there were 
severnl reasons. To begin with, the 
fall in itself looked comical and was 
in the nature of a “voluntary.” 

Lying second to Daxon at the 
brook, Conrad refused (or, according 
to some reports, breasted the rail) 
and, without falling, shot his rider 
over his ‘head into the water. To go

busiest year.. In it, beside? many 
successes on Vivian, he won the first 
Liverpool Steeplechase—the Grand 
Natlonal’s predecessor—on The Iron 
Duke and the St. Albans on poor old 
Grimaldi, who dropped’ dead after 
passing the post. In that ‘summer, 
also, he rode several races in France. 

RETIREMENT FROM RACING - 

Early in the 1840's, ‘and soon after 
his fall had named Becher’s Brook, 
he retired from race-riding, but for 
a time was actively engaged at The 
Hippodrome, a disreputable.-miniature 
stecplechase course that made _Ilfe 
hidcous for the residents of Notting 
HIU until they succeeded in having 
it suppressed asa nuisance. . Later 
still the captain had the worst accl- 
dent of his carcer, and, as in the 
case of many another famous rider, 
it was while taking a quict hack, He 


had ridden on old mare. out Into a] 


field at Denham when she reared un- 
expectedly, his thigh being broken in 
the resulting fall.

: Washington, April. 18, 

OMclals of. the United States Tres- 
sury to-day informed the Press, on 
the question of Intornal revenue, that 
residents of the Philippine Islands, in- 
cluding citizens of the United States, 
are largely unaware of thelr linbility 
to United. States income tax, under 
the Revenue Act of 1936 and pric 
Acts. 


“The statement sald:” The Philip- 
pines did not cease to'be a possession 
of the United States for Federal in- 
come purposes by the establishment 
of the Commonwealth. 

“In recapitalising the existng laws,” 
the Treasury's ‘statement sald, “the 
United States citizen-resident fs treat- 
ed the: same os a non-resident allen 
for tux purposes, and is taxable only

In the United States. 

“A non-resident allen or individual 
not engaged ‘Jn trade or business 
within the United States and having 
un office or place of business therein 
fs taxable under the New Revenuc 
Act of 1936, at o flat rate of 10 per 
cent. only on fixed determinable in- 
come from sources within the United 


States, such ns interests, dividends, 


rents, salaries ‘or wages, 

“If a non-resident allen is engaged | 
in trade or business within the United 
States,-or has an office @r-place of 
business therein, he is subject to taxa- 
tlon the’same as United States citizen 
residents, but the tax Js imposed only 
on income derived from sources 
within the United States.” :
